Coun. Martin Mazza told 
fellow councillors at 
Monday’s meeting. 

They're not alone with 
their objections. 

Both school board and 
Town of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake staff and elected offi¬ 
cials have distanced them¬ 
selves from Fast’s proposal, 
which suggests the Town 
should sell off Memorial 
Park and purchase the 
Niagara Stone Rd. proper¬ 
ty, the site of the former 
Niagara District Secondary 
School, from the board. 

“The District School 
Board of Niagara was sur¬ 
prised to learn of a pro¬ 
posal by St.Catharines/ 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Trustee Jonathan Fast to 
repurpose the current 


School Support Services 
site in NOTL," says a state¬ 
ment from the board. 

Kevin Maves, chair of 
school board, said in the 
statement that Fast's pro¬ 
posal "does not reflect the 
official position of the 
DSBN.” 

While the board has 
made plans to move staff 
currently working at the 
former NDSS site, no deci¬ 
sions have been made 
regarding plans for the 
building, the statement 
said. 

Fast never claimed the 
proposal was an official 
position—it was his vision 
only to have the Town sell 


the park and use the reve¬ 
nue to finance the pur¬ 
chase of the NDSS proper¬ 
ty when it is declared sur¬ 
plus, as well as building 
some community resourc¬ 
es, such as a gymnasium- 
type spectator facility and 
indoor tennis courts, on 
the property. 

He suggested that since 
the support staff currently 
working in the NDSS build¬ 
ing will be gone by January, 
the discussion of what to 
do with the property 
should begin now. 

The Town also released 
a statement, one council 
learned Monday was pre¬ 
pared before the Fast pro¬ 


posal was made public in 
the Advance. 

It says the park is only 
partially municipally 
owned—some of the prop¬ 
erty belongs to Parks 
Canada, 

"While Mr. Fast’s sug¬ 
gested solution may solve 
the DSBN's problem of off¬ 
loading a vacant building 
and land to the taxpayers 
of NOTL, it would appear 
he has not fully considered 
the ramifications of this 
proposal, nor has he dis¬ 
cussed it with Town coun¬ 
cil,” said the Town’s press

Although Fast indicated 
he had spoken to people 
from the school board and 
the Town, and had received 
support from people with 
whom he had discussed 
his proposal, he said in an 
email Friday he wouldn’t 
release the names of his 
supporters, but that the 
positive reaction he spoke 
of was from a “small advi¬ 
sory group.” 

The councillors and 
town planner he spoke 
with “have remained neu¬ 
tral,” he said, adding that 
“after an initial shock, I 
think the proposal will be 
widely accepted." 

But two town council¬ 
lors said they couldn’t have 
been more clear when they 
spoke to Fast that they 
couldn’t support his con- 

Coun. lamie King said 
he and Coun. Gary Zalepa 
met over coffee at Fast's 
request, and were sur¬ 


prised by the content of 
the unsolicited proposal. 

“He was warned that he 
didn’t have our support- 
in fact I think we used 
stronger words than that. 
We counselled him to 
shelve the proposal.” 

King said he not only 
told Fast he had a problem 
with the plan, but that he 
felt it would "create some 
alarm” amongst people 
who would be concerned 
about any dialogue that 
could lead to a public park 
being sold for residential 
development. 

However, if there is any 
“silver lining" to be found, 
King added, he would 
agree that the timing is 
good as far as prompting a 
discussion between the 
Town and the school board 
about the future of the 
NDSS property. 

Coun. Gary Zalepa said 
he also told Fast he couldn't 
support his proposal, that 
he considered it a "non¬ 
starter,” and that at this 


point, with the school 
board conducting an 
accommodation review on 
Parliament Oak and 
Crossroads elementary 
schools—and Fast on that 
review committee—"it’s 
really not the appropriate 
time. I don’t know why 
you’d want to complicate 
the conversation with a 
discussion of the Niagara 
District site.” 

He also agreed that 
while he doesn't support 
Fast’s concept, discussions 
about possibilities for the 
future of the 29-acre for¬ 
mer NDSS site should be 
welcomed. 

He compared it to the 
successful process that saw 
Willowbank School of 
Restoration Arts purchase 
Laura Secord Memorial 
School in Queenston as a 
second campus. 

In that situation, discus¬ 
sions between the Town, 
the school board and 
Willowbank meant that all 
parties were in a position 


to move on it once the 
property was declared sur¬ 
plus by the board. 

"I’m sure there is more 
than one group that might 
have ideas of what would 
work at NDSS," he said. 

“I would encourage 
such groups to think about 
how they could work with 
the Town on this. I’m sure 
there are great opportuni¬ 
ties—we just don’t know 
what they’re going to look 
like. I would hope the 
school board considers 
allowing those conversa¬ 
tions to come forward,” 
said Zalepa. 

It’s important to deter¬ 
mine what the community 
needs, and what partner¬ 
ships are needed to achieve 
that, he added. 

The Town is undergoing 
an Official Plan review, 
and King and Zalepa both 
suggested that was the 
more appropriate route for 
Fast to take with his pro-

Declining enrolment 
expected for both schools

The first option laid 
out by board senior staff 
is to begin an addition to 
Crossroads to be com¬ 
pleted by September 
2016, and to move 
Parliament Oak students 
into the school in 
September 2014, with 
portables where neces¬ 
sary until the addition is 
complete. 

The second option 
leaves Parliament Oak 
open until students can 
be moved into the com¬ 
pleted Crossroads addi¬ 
tion. 

Crossroads Public 
School is already attract¬ 
ing families outside its 
catchment area due to the 
latesttechnologythrough- 
out the building, its 
“highly functional” gym¬ 
nasium and the overall 
design and curb appeal of 
the school which provide 
a welcoming feel to the 
community, its school 
valuation report said. 

And it has attracted 
some Parliament Oak 
families, committee 
members heard, with 63 
students from the Old 
Town travelling to 
Crossroads. 

Students have changed 
schools to avoid triple 
split classes, and to access 
busing and full-day kin¬ 
dergarten, Parliament 
Oak’s school valuation 
report states. 

Forty-two percent of 
students in the Parliament 
Oak area are travelling to 
other schools, the report 
said. 

At last week’s accom¬ 
modation review meet¬ 
ing, Crossroads principal 
Troy Wallace read a long 
list of clubs, sports and 
volunteer opportunities 
the school offers to its 
students. If programing is 
negatively affected in any 
way by enrolment, it 
would be that some stu¬ 
dents might be unable to 
participate on sports 
teams because there are 
too many kids trying out 
for a limited number of 


Parliament Oak also 
offers a range of sports, 
clubs and volunteer 
opportunities, its report 
says, "considering the size 
of the school." 

However junior stu¬ 
dents are called up to 
complete intermediate 
teams, and other schools 
have a wider range of 
activities than Parliament 
Oak is able to offer. 

“Our teachers take on 
too much attimesbecause 
they care so much about 
our students,” says the 
Parliament Oak report. 

The situation is expect¬ 
ed to worsen over the next 
five years as enrolment 
continues to decline, with 
even fewer staff to co-or¬ 
dinate sports and clubs. 

In 10 year, Crossroads 
enrolment is expected to 
drop to 370 students from 
this year’s 462, up from 
the 415 students who 
attended the new school 
in its first year. 

Parliament Oak is 
down to 90 students in its 
English program, with 
three triple-split classes. 

It is expected to have 
89 students by 2023. 

The next accommoda¬ 
tion review meeting 
begins at 6 p.m. Oct. 16 at 
Parliament Oak, with a 
tour of the school for 
committee members and 
the public. The group 
moves to Crossroads at 7 
p.m. for a tour of that 

During the tours of the 
schools, parents and 
members of the public 
will have the opportunity 
to speak with and ask 
questions of the DSBN 
staff, and to fill out a feed¬ 
back form. 

The next public meet¬ 
ing is Dec. 4. 

The last public meet¬ 
ing, when the review 
committee is expected to 
finalize their recommen¬ 
dations to the board, is 
Jan. 22.

Crossroads 
addition could 
be 'carrot' 

I was planning to 
speak at the next accom¬ 
modation review com¬ 
mittee meeting, however 
found out that the next 
available opportunity for 
the public to speak is not 
until Dec 4.1 thought if it 
is appropriate to share 
my concerns with the 
committee and public 

It is clear that 
Parliament Oak School 
will close at some point in 
the near future. As a result 
of not getting 100% of PO 
parents to consent to clo¬ 
sure, the only tool the 
school board had to has¬ 
ten the closure was to 
have an ARC. If you recall 
in June during the pre¬ 
sentation by then super¬ 
intendent of planning 
Cam Hathoway, merging 
the two schools with por¬ 
tables was the only sce¬ 
nario discussed. 


It is my opinion that 
this is the recommenda¬ 
tion that will be support¬ 
ed by school board senior 
administration. 

The failure of the ARC 
five years ago have led 
me to this unfortunate 
conclusion. 

My suggestion to this 
committee is to focus on 
the accommodation of 
the students of the two 
schools merging. 

The options put 
forth—merely for discus¬ 
sion, we're told—are 
either merge now or 
merge later. Both options 
suggest a build to be 
completed by 2016. This 
is a "carrot," not a com¬ 
mitment. I will explain. 

In 2014 there will likely 
be a new director of edu¬ 
cation as well as at least 
half of the trustees 
replaced. The planning 
department is set for a 
head change as well. The 
board is currently sitting 
on a minimum of 
$25,000,000 in long-term 
debt. This by the way is 
driving most of the school 
closures. Expansions such 


as the one they are pro¬ 
posing to the three-year- 
old building will be done 
with borrowed money, 
not government grants 
which means they will be 
adding to their long term 
debt. This must be 
approved by their co¬ 
signer, the province. 

Based on the fiscal cli¬ 
mate and the likelihood 
of a Conservative govern¬ 
ment in that time frame I 
expect that those funds 
will not be available. 

The most relevant 
point is that the board 
does not believe that 
enrolment will be sus¬ 
tained or increase. The 
reason for the delay in 
building an addition for 
three years is that they 
simply don't believe it 
will be needed. They 
might as well say, "we 
will build it if you still 
need it by then." 

The point is, in my 
opinion, unless you get a 
commitment to build 
now, it will never be built. 

It is my strong opinion 
that this committee needs 
to focus on the student 


accommodation aspect 
moving forward. 

As an example, I 
believe that Crossroads is 
out of locker space. While 
not critical to education it 
is relevant to quality of 
environment. The worst 
thing that we can do is 
import students from a 
school in which they are 
quite content and create 
a situation where they do 
not feel welcomed, not by 
the students but by a 
school that is not pre¬ 
pared to accommodate 

I do not believe 
Crossroads is ready or 
capable of delivering that 
today. I do not believe 
that any students should 
be forced into Crossroads 
until it is properly pre¬ 
pared to accommodate 
them. If an extension is to 
be built, the review com¬ 
mittee must insist on a 
binding and timely refit 
and not accept a three-

It will be a lengthy pro¬ 
cess, but a Garden City 
Skyway twin is in the 

Bill Cung of the Ministry 
of Transportation and 
Brent Gotts of McCormick 
Rankin were atthe Niagara- 
on-the-Lake council meet¬ 
ing Monday to present 
twinning as the preferred 
option for an eight-lane 
canal crossing. 

The second bridge will 
be north of the existing 


Skyway, for Toronto-bound 
traffic, while the existing 
bridge will be used by vehi¬ 
cles heading toward 
Niagara. 

Other options the min¬ 
istry considered were dig¬ 
ging a tunnel under the 
canal or building a new, 
eight-lane two-way bridge, 
but those alternatives were 
discarded for being too 
expensive. 

They also wanted to take 
advantage of the fact that 
the existing bridge has had 
extensive work done on it 
and is in good condition, 
except for its surface. 

“Structurally it’s in good 
condition. It’s not falling 
down. We’re trying to be 
proactive,” Gotts said. 

Twinning allows the 
ministry to build one new 
bridge and use it for traffic 
in both directions while the 
existing Skyway deck is 


repaired, he said. 

Homer Bridge will also 
likely be replaced at some 
point, he added, and the 
new bridge will allow for 
greater flexibility during 
that construction period. 

There is no need to add 
lanes to the Skyway for 
increased capacity, he 
told councillors, but once 
both bridges are complet¬ 
ed, there will be four lanes 
in each direction, reinstat¬ 
ing extra truck lanes in 
each direction that were 
lost when the Queen 
Elizabeth Way was wid¬ 
ened to sue lanes. 

There will be another 
public meeting before the 
environmental assess¬ 
ment process begins, 
Cung says. With detailed 
design work following 
that, it would likely be 
2025 before construction 
is complete, although his

Each principal makes a 
decision about Halloween 
activities, and one of the 
guiding factors is where the 
schools are located, he 
said—students at some 
schools parade through 
their school neighbour¬ 
hood, but St. Michael, on 
Concession 6 near Niagara 
Stone Rd., is in a rural area 
with few homes. 

“We can’t have a parade, 
so there’s really no reason 
to get dressed up," he says. 

There are also no class 
parties as such—Halloween 
snacks would go against the 
school’s nutrition policy. 

But Halloween is recog¬ 
nized as a special day for 


the kids—they do crafts, 
play games and have fun 
themed activities, such as 
Halloween bingo. 

Grades 7 and 8 students 
have a dance, he added. 

As a parent, Palujanskas 
says, wearing costumes to 
school is not practical- 
parents often have to plan 
two different costumes for 
the day. 

“The kids are going to 
dress up in the evening and 
go out with their friends. 
They don’t need to dress up

collection is displayed on 
the walls at the right 
height, so everyone can 
enjoy it, he added. 

But he is just as thrilled 
about the technology 
allowing visitors who 
can’t access the upper 
and lower floors of the 
Weir house to see the 
exhibitions on display 
there, from a touch-screen 
computer viewing station 
on the main level.

The society’s origi¬ 
nal purpose was to 
support Haitian pas¬ 
tors and school teach¬ 
ers. It has also sent aid 
after hurricanes, earth¬ 
quakes and cholera 
breakouts, and has

Fire Chief’s Message 

Fire Prevention Week October 6th to 12th, 2013 
“Prevent Kitchen Fires” 

This year’s important message for families is to “prevent kitchen fires.” This is an especially valid message to 
remember as two of every five fires in homes start in the kitchen. 

As firefighters, we can’t tell you how many times we hear, “It was only left alone for a couple of minutes.” That 
couple of minutes is all it takes for fire to take hold and do major damage to your house and contents. 

Some key messages to remember are: 

• Stay in the kitchen when cooking - especially when cooking with oil or at high temperatures. 

• Keep a proper-fitting pot lid near the stove when cooking. If what you are cooking catches fire, slide the pot lid over the pot and turn 
off the stove. Do not move the pan. 

• Do not wear loose fitting clothes when using the stove. Dangling clothes can easily catch fire. If your clothing catches fire, “stop, drop 
and roll” to put out the fire. 

• Keep combustible items such as cooking utensils, pot holders, dish cloths, and paper towels away from the stove. 

• Keep children away from the stove. Try and cook on the back burners when children are present. Always make sure that cords for crock 
pots and electric cooking tools are not dangling where they could be pulled over by small children. 

As always, remember to check your smoke alarms regularly and change your batteries if your alarms are so equipped. Change your alarms if they are 
over 10 years old. Make sure that you have a functioning smoke alarm on every level of your home, especially outside of your sleeping area. If your 
home is heated by fossil fuels or you have an attached garage, purchase and install a carbon monoxide detector.

James Kupka describes 
himself as a computer 

He works from home at 
a solitary occupation, sit¬ 
ting at a desk with his 
computer. 

He’s also a city boy, 
new to Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. When he moved to 
St. Davids from Toronto 
with his wife and two 
young children, he was 
looking for space for his 
family, and a safe place to 
raise children. 

He wanted a commu- 


“It’s not a matter of 
what’s better or worse, it’s 
a different concept. Living 
in a community that runs 
a volunteer fire depart¬ 
ment is a different experi¬ 
ence, the difference 
between city and commu¬ 
nity, and that’s a big part 
of why we moved here.” 

He thought about 
becoming a volunteer 
firefighter as a way to be 
part of that community. 

He also liked the idea 
that it would be his friends 
and neighbours he would 
be helping, he says. 

He has jumped in with 
both feet, taking an active 
role with the St. Davids 
Firefighters Association, 
which also does work in 
the community, including 
organizing the annual 
Halloween party at the 
firehall, flooding an ice 
rink in the winter, holding 
turkey rolls at Christmas- 
very different from the 


firefighting role, but also 
important. 

“That was one of the 
factors about the job that I 
liked,” said Kupka. 

“I want to participate 
with my friends and 
neighbours and support 
events like the turkey roll, 
the Halloween party and 
the dunk tank at the St. 
Davids Carnival—they’re 
a lot of fun.” 

Nothing he had done 
previously had taught him 
the skills he would need 
for the job of firefighter, 
which is so much more 
than "the stereotype of 
kicking down a door and 
running into a burning 
building,” he says. “That’s 
a small fraction of what 
we do. There are all kinds 
of jobs to be done, and it 
takes all kinds of people to 
do them.” 

It is very different than 
what he does "all day, 
everyday,” he says. 


“That’s one of the 
things that I enjoy about 
it. And I don’t do a lot of 
face-to-face in my job, so 
it’s nice to get out and 
have that human interac¬ 
tion. It's given me a chance 
to get to know our neigh- 

He's also benefited 
from the confidence the 
training has given him as 
a new dad—he feels a lit¬ 
tle more comfortable 
when the kids are doing 
something that might oth¬ 
erwise make him nervous, 

“It has helped with that 
new parent anxiety.” 

It also helped prevent a 
choking incident with his 
young daughter—his kids 
are three and four now— 
when his wife used the 
technique he taught her 
to prevent their youngster 
from choking on a black¬ 


berry. “That made me feel 
good,” he said. 

The intensive training 
and the continuing 
Monday night sessions 
ensure the volunteers are 
well-prepared for many 
different situations, 
including medical emer¬ 
gencies. 

““I wouldn’t say it 
hasn’t been difficult, but 
it's been a lot of fun,” he 
says of the training. 

The same can be said 
for the work—it’s a serious 
job that firefighters take 
seriously, but there is also 
a social element that is 
fun, says Kupka. 

And when the fire call 
comes, “I can’t say I’m 
eager to go, but I don't 
dread having to attend a 
serious call. I’m happy to 
help however I can, when 
someone, friend or neigh¬ 
bour, could be having the 


worst day of their lives.” 

What the job requires 
more than anything, he 
says, is the ability to be 
calm and collected in a 
stressful situation, and to 
have the common sense 
and presence of mind to 
do what needs to be 

And, he adds, "it’s not 
an individual sport. We’re 
very much a team.” 

To someone who might 
be thinking of volunteer¬ 
ing, Kupka says, "visit your 
local firehall on a Monday 
night. You can chat with 
the guys, and chances are 
you'll be invited in to look 
around and watch the 
training exercises. 

"You’d get a sense of 
what it is we do. It’s not 
necessarily for everybody, 
but the best way to find 
out is to visit your station 
on a Monday night.”
